CHAP. VIII: 
The comm 1 Cuſtoms and Manners of the Turks. 


He Fabricks of their Churches are ſuffici- 

ently large aad ſumptuons, and called by 
the name of Meſchites; in which I never conld 
perceive any (orc of fancies or imageries (for 
Idolatry is held by them the worlt of abomina- 
tions) but only theſe, or one of theſe inſcri- 
ptions following, inthe Aravick Language; 
There ir no God but one , and Mahomet bis Pro- 
phet ; or, One Creator and Propbets equal : ory 
None is ſtrong as God, Then there is (een a great 
abundance of buraing Lamps,the whole Church 
whited, the Pavement covered with Mattreſſes, 
and on them the Ornaments of Tapeſtries. Near 
the Chnrch, iserefteda Tower of great height, 
to the. top whereof the Prielt afcends before 
the time of Prayers, and witha loud voice, his 
earr ſtopped with his fingers, he thrice pro- 
proclaims theſe words ; God, True, One : which 
Clamour or Ott-cry (for they have no Bells) 
being heard, the Nobility , and all unbuhed 
perſons, repairto Church, as bound to that de» 
votion. Aﬀterwards the (aid Prielt deſcending, 
prayes with them ; (and then they curn their 
faces rowards Aecca :) Andthis he is tyed to 
do by his Office, five times day and night. Bug 
wholoever cometh to theſe Prayers, muſt waſh 
his hands, his feet and privit'es, and his head 
thcice ſprinkled with wacer : and theſe words 
pro- 


The common Cuſtoms and 
pronounced, Glory to my God ; Then, their 
ſhooes put off, and left at the Church-door,they 
enter in, ſome bare-footed, others having new 
ſhooes or ſocks, and ſo tenderly touch the 
ground. . Women come not into ..hurches, as 
being not excis'd, and for fear of diſturbing 
mens devotions, but meet apart in ſevered pla- 
ces, altogether ſhut off from eyes and ears of 
men; and more ſeldom frequent their Chur- 
ches, except intime of Pafſeover or Eaſter,and 
on. Fridays; which dayes from Mabomets Tra- 
ditions, for diſtin&ion and imitation, they al- 
moſt reſpe& as much as Jews their Sabbaths, or 
Chriſtians the Lords day. They pray from 
nine a clock at nighe till twelve; and in their 
praying, their bodies are ever in great motion 
and agitation ; wherewith they marvelloully 
afflict themſelves with loud cryings and fierce 
ejicuſations; ſo as oftentimes their {trengths and 
ſpirits failing, they ſink unto the ground ; and 
if thappen any of them' conceive her ſelf with 
child, ſhe then affures herſelf that pregnancy 
proceeds from the favour of the Holy Spirit ;; 
and when delivered, the Infantsþorn are called, 
S$-ns, or Souls of the Holy Gboſt. This hath been 
related to me from their Hand-maids ; for I, nor 
ever any\man elſe were ever preſent at that ſpe. 
Qacle. At mens devotions I have been often 
preſent with my Maſter ; whoſe cuſtoms are in 
manner following : in their prayers they ne're 
take off (their Turbants) coverings of their 
heads, but with the cops of their fingers gent- 
ly rouch them, in token of taking them) off ; 
| on © they 
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they fall upon: their knees and often kiſs the 
ground} they hold it for great wickedneſs, ts 
have a Chriſtian preſent at their myſteries; for 
they believe their Chucches (as' they ſay) to 
be polluted by men unwaſhed ; and chat Chri- 
ſtians uſe no ſuch Lavatories. Every Church in 
Turkie hatha peculiar place for Baths and waſh- 
ings, with lodings for a Prieſt, Now here the 
Prieſt aſcends -his Pulpit (reads a piece of the 
Alcoran , and ſometimes expounds it) and 
there preaches about two hours ; his Sermon 
ended, two boys come up to him, who pro- 
nounce their prayers finging with-1eſponſals ; 
which Songs being ended, the Prieſt with the 
whole People in a low voice,beatiny upon their 
fides, repeat thele words, There is but one God; 
which for the ſpace of halfan hour they do, and 
ſo depart. Bur this manner of prayers and cere- 
monies of preaching and finging, are not done 
every day, unleſs in time of Lent, Feſtivals, 
ſome Sundays ; and moſt obſerve theFridays for 
religious worſhip. 

They keep their Lent by faſting one month 
and one week every Year z but not always the 
fame: for if chis Year they faſt out Fenzary, 
the-next they faſt out Febrxary, and keep on 
that courſe ; (o as in twelve Years ſpace, they 
dedicate to God (in lieu of tenths) one Year 
and ewelve Weeks. Travellers and fick perſons 
are excuſed from preſent faltings ; but are en- 
joyned to ſupply it, by faſting to many daies at 
other times. When they faſt, all chat Day they 
taſte nothing, not ſo much as bread or water;

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then the Stars appearing, it is lawful for them 
tO eat of all things which are not ſtrangled, or 
Hogs-fleſh, which they efteem as Carrion, moſt 
unclean. Their Lent being paſt, they obſerve 
Eafter for three days, with great ſoltemnity a- 
no1nting the nails oftheir Feetand Fingers with 
att Oyl which they call Chns, which makes thoſe 
nails co ſhine like Gold ; and with the (ame, 
they ſometimes ſtain or colour the hoofs and 
rails of Horfes. This TinRure holds very long, 
andcan hardly be wiped away : (o as until new 


nails chruſt our the ofd, they ftill retain that 


dye ; bue nails of the hand, by frequeat waſhing, 
abate in time. Women do not only anoint the 
nails, but their whote Hands and Feet alſo with 
thac Oyl. 

They Circumciſe not on the eighth day as the 
Fews do, but when the new-born artive at the 
age of (even of eight years, and be of perfect 
ſpeech : the myfterie whereof,is from the words 
of confeſtion required before Circumcifioa , 
which are ſome of thoſe (entences afore-men- 
cioned in their Churches, which they repeat, 
and give affent thereco , by holding up the 
Taumb of che right hand, The Youth is not 
for ehis-myſterie broughe unco theic Church, 
bat is circumciſed in his Parents houſe. | have 
been ofcen prefenc at chis (olemnity,” which is 
performed in manner folfowing; ficſt,thefriends 
are all invited co A feaſt, ſufficiently furniſhed 
with all ſores of delicite flelh, lawiul for them 
eo cat; and almoſt every where, eſpecially a- 
mongſt the wealthier fort, an Ox is killed, 

&.- boweclHed 
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bowelled and flayed; in the body whereof, 
chey include a Sncep 3 and in that Sheep, a Hen; 
and in her, an Egge; all which areentirely roaſt. 
ed cogether, for the (olemnity and (ſplendor of 
that day. Then in their Feaſt and time of Sup. 
per,the Boy that is tobe circumciſed; isbroughe 
co a Phyſician skilful in chat Are, who fixing be- 
tween a pair, of pinchers the fore-skin of his 
privie Member, to prevent all fear in the Boy, 
he telleth him that the next day he will circum- 
ciſe him, and ſo departs ; but prefent]y feigning 
to have omitted ſomerhing appertaining co this 
preparation, 04 a ſudden he cucteth off the fo, e- 
skin, applying thereunto a lictleſale and bom- 
bace ; and then he is called a Muſſe]Jman, tha 
is, one circumciſed, Yet their Names are given 
the day of their Nativity, not Circumciſion. 
Afﬀeer continuance of this Feaft for three dayes, 
the Boy with great pomp and ſolemnity is ac- 
companied to the Baths ; and being returned to 
his Houſe, he isbrought before the Gueſts, and 
by then preſented with gifts prepared for 
him; ſomegive Silver, Silken Veſtments ; ſome 
Silver Cups ; others Money , and ſometimes 
Horſe. Women preſent him likewiſe , ſome 
with Shirts, Handkerchiefs , and ſuch like, ac- 
cordingto the ſeveral pleaſures and abilities of 
the Gueſts. Women are not cigcumciſed, only 
they confeſs the aforeſaid words, and ſo made 
Muffſelmen. And it any Chriſtian 'voluntarily 
confe(s a Faith in Mahomet, and ſuffers circume 
cifion, (which oftenimppens by the heavy yoke 
and burden of their Tribute) this Man is led 
«HY chrough 
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through all the Streets and open places of the 
City, tothe great joy and honour of the peo- 
ple, with acclamations : him alſo they preſent 
with gifts, and after free him from all Tribute. 
For covetoulneſs of this profit, many Greeks 
and Albanes become circumciſed. But if any 
be forced thereto, as he that ſhall ſtrike or 
otherwiſe diſgrace a Muſſelnian, or blaſpheme 
Mahomet, (as it befel a certain Grecian Biſhp 
which 1 did (ee) that man is circumciſed , and 
hath nothing preſented to him, yet ſhall be freed 
from Tribute, as others circumciſed. 

Their great Mufty (as the Pope among Ca+ 
tholicks) cannorerre, and is the higheft Mini- 
ſec of all Religious and Lay Perſons : an Officer 
of great power and truſt : his concluſions and 
ſencences in State and Church-affairs , are irre- 
yocable; andhis perſon heldin moſt eſteem and 
reverence next the Emperour : his habic moſt in 
green, being Mahomets colour. There is ſmall 
difference between cheir other Prieſts and Lay- 
men, nor much from the Governours of Gere- 
monies (ſuch as our Biſhops are) neither is 
much learning required from them: it is ſufft- 
cient if they can read the «+ 4LCOR AN and 
Muſaph ; yet they that can interpret on the 
Fexc , arecſteemed moſt Learned, becauſe rhe 
Traditions of Mabomet are written in the eAra- 
bick ,'not vulgar Turkiſh Character ; -and they 
hold it moſt deteſtable, to have chem in- 
terpreted in the vulgar Language. Theſe Prieſts 
and Governous are ejeted by the People 3; buc

Captive Women have never liberty to go 
abroad , unleſs their Miſtreſſes or Ladies go td 
Vineyards, Graves of Friends departed, Bats, 
or Gardens out of Town (which they often do) 
for recreation ſake ; and otherwile are kept 
ſtciA at work in houſes , nor' ſuffered to con- 
verſe with other Captive Servants ; as ſhall be 
more atlarge declared in the following Chapter.

diſcipline of Wars; and'inthemean time areal- 
lowed a daily ſtipend of ewo or three Aſpers, 
ſixty whereof make five ſhillings, which they 
conceive aliberal ſufficiency for diet and cloth. 
ing, until chey are ficted for employments. In the 
elements of War,.- they thus are trained, accor- 
ding to each ſtrength : they firit have given them 
a light bow ; kill and ſtrength increafing, they 
have a greater anda heavier ; ſo by degrees they 
are fitted for expedition. They have Inſtructors, 
ſevere - Exaftors of their daily Exerciſes ; and 
whenſoever they erre much from the mark, ſo 
often are they cruelly whipped with ſcourges. 
Theſe are inrolled in the order of Bow-men. 
Others are 'inſ{truted and made ht for Janizaries, 
who have appointed Maſters and Teachers eveyy 
day to fight, two together with Cudgels. Others 
(an horrid thing) who have more lovely faces, 
areſocloſecurt,that nothing like man is leftthem; 
and this nor done withvuc gteat and eminent 
danger to life: and if the party eſcape death, 
his health is for n> other uſe, but their moſt 
wicked luſts; and after youth's grown aged, 
they are pur to the offices of Eunuchs, toatcend 
on Ladies, Concubines, Horſes, Mules, and 
ſonie Kitchin-employments.

This 1 
perceiving , and grieving in my (pirit, that 
in ſuch plenty of Clerks and learned men , none 
was ſo well armed with Truth as durſt (though 
by Interpreters) reprove the inlolence of ſuch 
an Heathenzand fearing that ſo wicked and dete- 
fiable a filence, in (0 good a cauſe, with fo bad a 
min , would betray the truth , and rendec our 
Saviour Jeſus Chrilts Opinion wich him more 
izgnominions; I my (elf, though never called 
to Ecclefiaſtical Fungion , undertook the 
charge of arguing this point of Piety with 
hing -;- and ſo apretized day was agreed between 
us ; when multitudes of people of each Religi- 
on came as Spectators of the event.

And when he had heard my weak diſcourſes 
of God the Father , God the Son, and God 
the Holy Ghoſt, he much admired ; ſay- 
hg, O God, O God ; I nor any of our Sed, 
cernld ever imagine , you bad ſuch pood thoughts 
of God 5 for we conceive you live in darkneſs of 
auder ſtanding : but by: your relation , it ſeems you! 
have great apprehenfions of bim 3 and believe 
well , if you did not negled our great Prophet of 
God , Mahomet. 1 (aid , what hall we do with 
the toys and dreams of Mahomet ''?' for beſides 
Baptiſme and the myſtery of the Trinity , which 
were bed from Chriſtians, we know the ' Alco- 
ran contains naught that tends to truth. Then I

Divers like ri- 
dicuſous ſtories I related '; As' that'of the 
Beaſt ' Baraile, who could ſpeak as a: man, 
who carried CHabomtt to Heaven, wherehim- 
ſelf confeſſeth to have teen great Angels with 
many heads., and thoſe. ſpeaking many lan- 
guages in divers tongues ; which is ſufhciegtiy, 
fooliſh , and unworthy the name of a Pto- 
phet : butſaid , I know not whether opprefied 
with Wine , in fleep he dregnied to baveſeen 
ſuch miracles, or monſtrolities in his ima- * 
- ginations. - And therefore when he inſerts 
tych follies. in - his Alcoran , he deſerves 
not the Title.of a Prophet from any reaſoua- 
ole man. | 

Having heard this ſomewhetabaſhed,he aroſe, 
and would argue no furcher : 'but led me into

' | . & fticious, relying upon Dreams, Fortunes, 
Propheſies, Divinations and Deſtiny, and have 
eſpecial regard to the Eathuſtaſms and Freaks of 
whitſoever diſtratted or mad perſons, as taking 
them for Prophetical raptures, and as mentaken 
up with admiration and extatie of ſome divine 
andraviſhing objetts; and os no wonder 
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if they do with veneration receive thoſe Ora-- 


les of their Prieſts, voiced to be diftated by 


their great Prophet, or ſome ther peiſunemi- 
nent for his great Piety andH6lineſs. 

' Amohs te fiflt rank of thoſe Prediftions, is 
that of the Tewrp of their great Prophet, ' for 
which the Mars and Perfigns, who have long 
Jovkr for his colving, keep! allwayes a horſe rea- 
dy fadled with rich furniture, as priding them- 
ſelyes, that the Miracle of the Gonverlion of 
the Wo1ld Ihall'be propagated upon thac Horſe 
from their Cauncry.. To oinit, many more, fan- 
c16s of rhis nature.” R” oh 9g 4% 

- Asto their temporal ſtare and Goyernment, 
they have. a Prophelie in which tiey are miich 
diſconfolate, viz. That as a Mahomet won Con- 
ſtantinople, l o another Emperor of that Name 
ſhall loſe it to the Chriſtians, and that they ſhall 
then be brought to the utmoſt extremity; bue 
their Propher Mabomet Thall appear to their 
deliverance. a 4 
They have another Prppheſie relating to 
Chriſtendom, which is turned upon this hinge; 
They meaſure the continuance of their Empire 
by the diſcord berwixc the Princes of the belief 
of the Name of Jeſus, and they confe(s eculy, 
that this diviſion is the only cauſe of their great- 
neſs, the which hath made them believe, thac 
pihong Chriſtians, there was a bad Ange), enemy 
po peace, which they call tbe ſtrong or powerful 
Spiriz which kindling the fire of revenge and 
ambition in rhe hearrs of great men,draws from 
their affections the good of their belief, to ch- 
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| among the Turks. 
tertzin them in perpetual diſcord 3 during the 
which, they promiſe unto themſelves a firm 
andan affured reign. So the Mufti, and che T a- 
lifmans praying on Friday in their Moſques, de- 
mand of their Prophet the circumſtance of this 
bad intelligence betwixt Chriſtian Princes, to 
the end they may enjoy the Empire which they. 
have unjuſtly uſurped. Yet their Prophelies do 
not promiſe them a perpetual poſſeſſion;and be- 
hold one tranſlated out of their language, which 
hath alwayes-made them fear the union of the 
Chriſtians.

Our Emperor ſhall come , be ſhall poſſeſs the 
Realm of an infidel Prince, he ſhall take the red 
Apple, and make it ſnbjeF to bis power : if at the 
ſeventh year of his command the Chriſtians ſwayd 
dorbh not advance, be ſhall yule wnto the twelfth 
year, be ſhall build bouſes, plant vines, compaſs 
in gardens with hedges, and beget children : but 
after the twelfih year that be bath beldthe red ap- 
ple, the Chriſtians ſword ſhall appear and put the

By the 7nfide! Prince they underſtand a Chri- 
ſtian Prince (for to they call them) and by the 
Red Apple an Imperial town ſtrong and impoy'-

{hall bxild houſes; that is to ſay, convert holy 
temples to the uſe of the Mahometan impiety : 
for by this word to bxild, they that have com-

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CHAP. XL. 


A brief View of the Tartars. 


Aving thus ſurveyed the Turkiſh Domi- 
2 ons, it will be an acceptable endeavour 1 
prelume to give the Reader a little diſcovery of 
the Tartar and his Concerns, which are linked 
and jJoyned by Religion and other compacts to 
the Grand Seigniors, becauſe this Nation hath 
beenas yet mnch unknown £o us. 
TARTARIA is bounded on the Eaſt, 
with Chins , the Oriental Ocean, and the 
ſtreights of Anion (if ſuch ſtreights chere be) 
by which parted from Americe , on the Welt 
with Rxſia and Podolia,a Province of the Realm 
of Poland ; on the North with the main Scythick 
or Frozen Ocean 3 and on the-South part wich 
pare of China, from which feparaged by a migh- 
ty wall ; the River Oxxe parting it from BaGris 
and CAzrgiana , two Perſian Provinces; the 
Caſpian Sea, which ſeparates it from Media, and 
Hyrcania ; the C awcefien mountains interpoting 
berwixt it and Txrcomania; and the Emxxine, 
which divideth it from Anatolia and Thrace. So 
called from the Tarters, a puitlant and mighty 
people, now poſſeſſed hereof, 
' Te containerha[l thoſe great and (pacious Pro- 
'vinces, which the Ancients called Seres, Scythia 
txtrs Imann, Scythia intra Imaum, Saca, Sogdia- 
ze, the greatelt part of Sarmatie Afiatice, and 


Pare of Farmetia Exuropea; extending it ſelf 


the 
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the whole length of Afia, from the River Tar 

nais, to the Eaſtern Ocean; taking in Texrice 

| Cherſoneſus, and ſome other parts of Europe al: 
ſo. Sothatif we meaſureit by miles, it is (aid 
tocontain 5400-from Eaſt to Welt, and 3600 
from North co South ; a greater: quantity of; 
oround then the Turkiſh Empire, but of leſs 
tereijity and account. 

This extent in eaſier terms ſtretched from the, 
uttermoſt bounds of 4fia to Armenia, and from 
Bengola to Volga, yea their incurſions pierced 
even to Nilw and Danubics. The Macedonian 
and Roman Empires were never fo large. But 
becauſe they were rather Runnagates then men 
of War, wanting politick Government, and 
Military Diſcipline, ſometime ruling one Pro» 
vice, ſometime another ; they rather wrought 
ſpoyl aad terror to the conquered Natzons,theg 
fear of bondzgeand ſubjeQtion, and at laſt ſeated 
themſelves beyondrthe, mountain Caucesſw. . Af. 
ter it became divided: into many, Principalicies, 
Jet (v that the title and majalty of. the Empire 
remained always co the great Cham, who,took 
the original of ehis namefrom the great Chingije, 
the founder of this Empire.. ,---- 

But leaving the great Cham. of thele Tortarg, 
the Succeſſors of Tamerlane,.to remoter affairs, 
ſuppoſed by very learned men tobe byt an ima- 
gingy Titujado, and the (hadow of the ſhedow 
of ſpirits, as they call cheir Empecox'z.our pur- 
pole obligeth us only to-an account, of the Crim 
or Precopenſe Tarter, (o called from Precopia, 
acaieftown the! gof.-This Fartary is bounded op 
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the Eaſt with the River Tonais, now Don, on 
the Weſt with the River Nieper oncecalled Bae 
J gfbener, by which it is parted from Podoliz, on 
North part with R#ſiz, and on the South 
with ſome part of the Euxine Sea, by which lye 
of; Þ the Gircaſſians, a ſortof warlike Chriſtians, who 
fs} C1 cheir children co Mahorhetans for to make 
Souldiers of them, ſuch as were the Mamalukes, 
ie, } (ach now ſome of the Janizaries, and the Per- 
m | fan ſtanding Army. 
d | Theſe Tarters are good Souldiers for the

« J rope do ſaily manifeſt) eſpecially at Bows and 
a | Arrows, which they uſe as dextrouſly as the 
d } parthians; of late years they have been trained 
'* | up co the Harquebuze, and the handling of a 
© | Scimetar, They arenot to be vanquiſhed bug by 
2 } death, as reſolute againſt captivity, the miſery 
] . whereof they know from their own cruelcies, 
» | yet at home ace they more civil to Chriſtians 
» | then abroad, for they have ſome honourable 
* | thoughts of our Saviour, more then other Ma- 
© | kometans, which hath invited many Greeky and 
» | Armenians to co-habit with them. | 
As to their modern Hiftory, and for what re- 
; | lates coour purpoſe, we muſt retroſpe& to the 
| reign of Mabamet the firſt, the Turkiſh Empe- 
Tor when they grew at laſt of ſogreat Power, by 
conquering the Aſratick Tartars, which lay neer- 
elt eq them, that Mabomet the Great thought fic 
to keep them down before grawn too ſtrong 
for him : and therefore under colour of taking 
inthe City of Capbs, then poſleifed by the Ge- 


noeſe 
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neoſe,” made himſelf Maſter -of the greateſt part 
of the Taurican Cherſoneſe, and the port of Ta- 
naw; thereby commanding both Metis and the 
Euxine Sea. wm - 

In the time of Selymus che firft, who had mar- 
ried the daughter of this Crim-Tartar (for {0 
they caltedhim) and was aided by tim with an 
Army of fifteen thouſand men againſt his fa. 
ther 3-The Turks and theſe Tartarians grew in- 
to a League. The chief conditions of it were, 
that the Tartar ſhould aid the Turk upon all 
occalions, with fixty thouſand Horſe, that they 
ihould not make war with any of their Neigh- 
bours, (except the Muſcovite) without leave of 
the Turk ; that they ſhall pay yearly co the 
Grand Seignior' in the way of Tribute, thret 
hundred Chriſtians; that the new Cham, yo 
the death or depoſition of his Predeceffor, 


receive from the Great Turk x Royal Banner, 


in token of his Confirmation in that eſtate, that 
m reward. of thefe fervices, the Crim Tartar 
ſhall have yearly from the Grand Seipnior, five 
thouſand. five handred Ducats, in the way of 
penſion ; and ſucceed finally in che Turkifh Ent- 


pire, if che male ifſue df the houſe of Ottoman - 


ſhould chance to fail. According unto this agree- 
rent the Tartars'have been aiding ro the Turks 
from time to time; againſt rhe Perſians, Polan- 
ders, Hungarians, Meldavians, and indeed whom 


not ; and that with'great and pwflant Armies; 


the Great Chamlomerimes arming 150000. of 
his own Subjetts (leaving but one man in an 
boufe To attend their Catrel ;) and ſometimes 
ad- 
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adding five thouſand Circsſiars ; and others of 


the After T arears.. + 


Nothing ſopun&ual is the Turk, on hispare 
to perform che concratt ; who not content to 
have che Tartar for his friend, or at the worſt 
his Homager, hath of late times attempted to 
make him his {lave or vaſſal. For Amwurath the 
third, -quarrelling Mabomet the Crim-Tartar 
for a delign to intercept Oſman Baſſa, in his way 
from Perſia to Conftantinople,authorized the lathe 
Qſmen co warupon him: by whom the poor 
Cram and his two Sons, betrayed by ſomeof his 
own Councellors (corrupted with Turkiſh 
gold) were ſtrangled with a Bow-ſtring ; Ilan a 
brother: of. the (rims, firſt ſworn a Vaſlal to 
the TZo#rk , pur into the place, and over him a 
Txrkiſo Beglerbeg or Boſſa, to command in chief. 
What hopes be hath of ſucceeding in the Turk; 
Empire,if (poſlible )the houſe of Ottoman ſhould 
fail are doubtful, for that the Baſhaws will ci- 
ther alcer the ſtate or provide for themſe]ves, 
like Alexanders Lieutenants, or ſet one of their 
number, or a counterfeit Brother or [Uncle of 
the laſt Emperor, whom they will govern as 
they pleaſe. 

«+: What theRevenue of this Princeis, it is hard 
tofay : his ſubjetts have lictle money, and live 
moſt upoathe bartery of their Cattel. Butbe- 
fides what he hath in lands or Cuſtoms, and the 
$500 Dwcets yearly fromthe Turk, he hath the 
tenth ofall the ſpoyls which are got in the Wars, 
and a Checkjne for every Captive, for ſome, two 
or three, (whoſoever taketh them) accorging 
ynta their eſtates. As 
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TY them by che Tui k, (who doth ſometime eſpouſe. 
his quarrels;) by whoſe afliftance they have

CHAP. XII. 
The Charadter of Tamerlane the Great. 


Tx renowned Prince, . the glory of his 
age for warlike atchievements, wag born 
at Samarcand, the chief City of the Zagalaia 
Tartars, his Father was called Zain-Cham or 
Op, Prince of thoſe people, who (pending his 
time in peace, contenting himſelf co. live upon 
the profit of his flocks of Sheep and Herds 
of Cattel, which then andalſonow are the prin- 
cipal Revenues ofthe Tartar Kings and Princes; 
gave accafion to ſome, ignorant of the manner 
and cuſtom of thoſenorthern Nationsand Couns 
tries, to reckon them all for Shepherds and 
Herdſmen,and ſo have reported this great Prince 
to be a. Shepherd or Herdſmans 3 »n 3 meaſuring 
hisNability by the rudeneſs of his people, and 
not by the honour of his Family and heroical 
vertnes,  luch as hardly tobe paralleled in that 
or former ages. = | 

Scarce had he attained eo 15.” years of age 
when his Father dyed, leaving unto hini che Go- 
vernment of his Kingdom, and for his counſel 
in theſame, he commended to him two of his 
molt cruſty and faithfil Servants, viz. Odmerd 
& Aly, whom he dearly loved whilſt chey lived, 
being 


fe 
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being much ruled by their dire&zons, and great- 


ly honoured the remembrance of them being 
dead, as perſons from whom he had received 
his rudiments for his future Government. He 
was a man of greater ſtrength then ſtature, and 
of far greater courage then ſtrength ; to which 
his policy being added, made him a moſt renown- 
ed and fortunate Warior. In his eyes fate (ſuch a 
rare Majeſty, as a man could hardly endure to 
behold them without clofing his own; from 


whence darted ſuch radiant beams, that many 


ia talking with him were ſ{tricken dumb $ which 
occalioned him many times with a beſeeming 
modeſty co forbfear looking too earneſtly ou 
thoſe that talked or diſcourſed with him. He 
was ſomewhat narrow in the ſhoulders, other- 
wayes well limbed ; his viſage was amiable, and 
of an excellenc proportion, bur little hair on 
his chin ; the hair of his head long and curled, 
quite contrary to the manner ofthe Tartars,who 
ſhave and cover their heads, whereas he contra- 


_ riwiſe did wear it long, in obedience co his Mo- 


ther (as he gave it out) who commanded him ſo 
to wear itin token of his diſcent, ſhe pretending 
to come .of the race of Sampſon, which cauſed 
him to be the morereſpeRed of his men of War, 
they believing that in choſe hairsthere wasſome 
rare vertue, or rather fatal deſtiny ; an ancient 
praiſe of many. eminent Commanders, to fill 
the heads of their Souldiers with ſome ſtrange 
opinjon conceived of them, thereby to receive 
the greater honour , as if ia them were ſome- 


thing more then ordinary men» Taus Nums 


Pome 
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Pompilius feigned to have received his Laws 

. from the Goddeſs Eperia, and Mahymet the Im- 
poſtor bewitched the people with 'a Pigeon 
which he had taught to feed at his ear, whom he 
erſwaded to be the holy Ghoſt, which brought 
Fm Reyelations out of Heaven, 

That he: was of a valiant conrage from his 
youth, his ations do detlare, not dreading any 
danger when occaſion did require it , having: 
fortune alwayes- attending on him as his hand» 
maid. His firſt endeavours were crowned with 
admirable ſucceſs, viz. againſt the Muſcovites, 
who having ſpoyleda City whictr had put it (elf 
tinder his proteQion, and alſo entered into his 
Country ; hethereupon mer them with an Ars 
my, gave them batte], and ſlew of them five 
and twenty thouſand toot-men , and between 
tiſteen and fixteen thouſand horſe-men,with the 
Jofs of ſcarce eight thouſand horfe-men, and 
four chouſfand foor-men of his owa : yet was he 
far from exulting in this victory, that behold- 
ing ſo many thouſand dead bodies vn che ground, 

' Hefelt on weeping at the condition of ſuch as 
commanded over great Armies, applauding a 
quiet courſe of life for the mott happy , and 
accounting the ocher moſt unhappy, which by 
the deſtruction of their own kind, ſought co. 
purchaſe co thergfelves vain glory. 

He was by nature 2 great chaſtiſer of proud 

_ and infolent perſons, yee withal fo jult that he 

woulJ not be moved to undertake any thing 

1aſhly or unadvifedly, but would firft under- 
itand the truch of che ſame; wicnels rhe time 
| witen 
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Tamerlane the Great. 


' when the Mahometan Princes of Afia op preſſed 


by Bajazet, ſued unto him for aid, to whom he 
gave this anſwer, I ca bardly believe (faid he) 
that ſo great and religions a Prince as Bajazer, 
would witbout juſt and ſufficient cauſe offer ſuch vig= 
lence as you may complain of, eſpecially unto you his 
neighboxr Princes, and of the ſame Religion with 
bimſelf; nevertheleſs 1 will ſend an e Ambaſſador 
to him to underſtand more of him & his proceedings, 
till then I ſhall not reſolve any thing, and therefore 
until ſuch time you muſt reſt your ſelves content. Ac= 
cordingly he ſent an Ambaſſador unto him, 
with many rich gifts and preſents, courteouſly 
requeſting him the rather for his ſake, to deal 
kindly with thoſe Mahometan Princes; bur 
Bajazet being a Prince ofa proud ſpirit, reject- 
ed his meſſage with great ſcorn , willing the 
Ambaſſador to bid his Maſter to meddle with 
his own matters, and to preferibe Laws to his 
own SubjeQs; adding thereunto many other 
words, full of great diſpight and diſdain, cal- 


ling him the Husband of a Whore if he met him 


notin the field : So that Tamerlane could do 
no leſs in juſtice and honour then war againſt 
him, and having overthrown him to punith his 
haughsineſs, he ſhackled him in fetters of golg, 
and ſo ſhut him up in an iron Cage, made like a 


* grate, in ſuch ſort, as that he might be ſeen on 


every fide, carrying him up and down with him 
as he. paſſed thorough ei; which, though - 
ome may cofnſtrueas an ation of cruelty,yet he 
himſelf ſaid, That he did not uſe that rigouy a- 
gainſt bim as King, but rather did puniſh him as 
| O 
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a proud ambitions Tyrant, pollnmted with the blood 
of bis own Brother, 
Burt as he was dreadful] and terribleto his ene- 
mies, ſo none were more kind or courteous to 
his friends: the ſervice of his ſervane he never 
forgot , neither left the ſame long unrewarded, 
being therefore ſo mindful} that he needednot by 
them or others on their behalf, co be put in re- 
membrance thereof , having for that purpoſe 
a Catalogue always by him, both of their names 
and good deſerts, which every day hedid per- 
ule like another Titrs Veſpatian , ſaying , he 
had loſt that day wherein be had net done ſome good, 
yet never beſtowing his preferment on ſuch. as 
were undeſerving , or ambittoufly fonghe after 
the fame, deeming them altogether unworthy 3 
but upon ſuch whoſe modeſty and deſert he took 
ſpecial notice of, that they were worthy offuch 
favours , ſo tempering the ſeverity of hiscom- 
mands , with the greatneſs of his bounty , that 
it is dubious whether he were of his Nobility,or 
men of War, forthe one more feared , or for 
the other beloved, both the great ſtaies of 
Princes States 3 fear keeping the obſtinate 
in obedience, and love the dutiful in devo- 
con. » 

. Although by Religion he was a Mabometan, 
yet would he diſlike no man for his Religion 
whatſoever, fo that he did worſhip but one 
onely God; creator of Heaven and Earth, and 
all chat therein is ; he himſelf beleiving chat 
God was one in efſence, and in himſe|fimmutra- 
ble , without change or diverſity , and yet = 
. cac 
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- the manifeſting of his omnpotency and porter, 


he created in the wofld ſundry kinds of people, 
differing both in nature, manners , and condi- 
tions, yet all framed to the Image of himſelf; ſo 
in like manner was hecontented of his Subje&ts 
to be diverſly ſerved , according to the diverti- 

of their natures and manners , ſo they wor- 
ſhipped no ſtrange Gods ; which was the cauſe 
that he permiered the exerciſe of all Religions 
in thoſe Countries ſubje& to his obedience, were 
they not meer Atheiſts or Idolaters. 

His Army though very great , was like unto 
a wel] governed City , in paſſing thorough any 
Country with hisSouldiers , he took ſuch or- 
der that none of the people whereby he paſſed, 
were by them any thing injured, inſomuch that 
if a Soulgier had but taken an Apple, or other 
thing of like value from any man , he died 
therefore, ſo ſevere were his commands. Ir is 
reported thar one of his Souldiers having taken 
2 little milk from a Country woman , and 
ſhe complaining thereof , he commanded the 
ſaid Souldier to be preſently killed , and his 
Romach to be ripe,where the milk being found, 
he ſatisfied the woman and (o ſent her away, 
who doubtleſs elſe had died for her falle accu- 
ſation, had it not ſo appeared. This ſeverity 
(with ſome other of the like nature) was very 
conducible to the preſervation of his Army, 
which was ſo great, that it was thought al- 
moſt impoſſible co have found ſuthcient 
victuals for the releif thereof 3 but by | his 
ſeyere puniſhment of diſorders ,. both Artif- 
O 2 cers 
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cersand Merchants from far Countries, reſor-, 


tzd with their Commodities and Merchandiſe 
eo his Camp , without fear from every place, 
for whick they received preſent mony , and (o 
in ſafety again departed. 

Taoſe Cities that yeilded to him he favoura- 
bly received, but the orher taac refuſed to ſub- 
mir themſelves to his obedience , he uſed with 
all extremity, He uſed often to ſay, that a (ſmall 
number well condufted', did many times carry 
away the vitoryfrom the confuſed mulcitude. 
_ -Herather (ought to maintain his Army upon the 
{poile of his enemy , though with ſome hazard, 
then upon his Friends and Allies, and when he 
ſent outany part of his valt Army,for the caking 
of any place, he would command them on pain 
of his diſpleaſure, ſo to behave themſelves, that 
at his comming he might either finde the City 
eaken, - or the Gates ſhut againſt him , which 
they ſeldom failed for to do, for he had his men 
at ſo great command, that no danger unto them 


was more dreadful then his diſpleaſure, nor did. 


he puniſh any thing (o ſeverely as cowardile, in- 
fomuch that if in his diſport of Hunting the 
wild Beaſt , any one did for fear give way either 
to# Bear or Lyon, and flew him not, was ſure 
therefore co die himſelf , and co turn his back 
upon the enemy was no leſs. dangerous, then to 
run upon hiz-own death. | 

That he was'free from cavetouſnel(s, and that 
ambition with 'which many Princes are infected, 
may appear by this, That after his many con- 


Tretts in tne lefſer Aſia, and the overthrow of }. 


« Bajazet 
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' Bajazet, the Empire of Conſtantiniple being pro- 


fered to him by'the Emperors Amballadors, he 
returned this anſwer, That he was not come from 
ſo far Country, for the enlargement of his Domini- 
ons, already large enough, but rather towin. Ho- 
nour, 'and thereby make bis name famous to all po- 
fterity; That he come as bis friend and Ally, and 
that bis upright meaning therein was the greateſt 
cawſe ; that God from above had bebeld his power, 
and thereby 'bruiſed the head of the fierceſt enemy 
of mankind that waxundes Heaven: That unto bis 
courage be hadalwayes faith joyzed, ſuch as ſhould 
never ſuffer bim to make fo great a breach in his re- 
putation,-as that it ſhouldbe reported-of bim; that 
in the colour of a friend he came to invade the Realm 
of bis Ally. That be deſires no more, but that the 
ſervice he had done for the Greek Emperor, might 
for ever be ingraven in the memory of his poſterity, 
tothe end they might fur ever wiſh well unto him and 
his ſucceſſors, by remembring the good he bad done 
them. That Ig might the noble Emperor live haps 
pily to govern bis Ejtate; and that before bis re- 
turn be wonld ſo well conſider for the eſtabliſhing 
of the ſame, as that he ſhnuld not lightly fall again 
into the like jepardy , alwayes aſſuring himſelf 
of bis good will 'and favour towards him. 

Having thus purchaſed an everlaſting renown 
by his many vitories, and reſtored ſeveral 
:Princes that had fled unto him for refuge, to 
their ancient inheritances; after he had long 
time waſted Phrygia, Caria, Lydia,withthe molt 
part of the leſſer Afia,and conquered all Syria, 


 Judea, Egypt and Perſia, with divers other great 
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Kingdoms and Provinces, he returned home, 
beautifying his Regal Cicy of Semorcand, with 
the ſpoyls of a great part of the world before 
by him waſted ; where he for along ſpace reign- 
ed jn great peace and glory. Afterwards hearing 
of the rifing again of the Turkiſh Kingdom 
under the Ottomar Princes, he reſolved tor a 
fecond expedition, but inthe midſt of his pre. 
parations he was prevented. by dearh, dying 
of an Ague the 27 of Fanxary, inthe year of our 
Lord, 1402. whole death was uſhered by a ter- 
rible blazing Star, portending as it were to the 
world the death of fo eminent a Prince, who 
while he lived made ſuch a buſtle therein. 
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His famous and renowned Champion, was 
ſon to Fobn Caſtriot, who reigned in =— 
inthe cime of Amarth the fixth King of the 
Turks, about the year of our Lord 1422. His 
father not being able to withſtand the growing 
fortunes of that ambitious Tyrant, delivered 
him with his three brothers as hoſtages ro ob- 
tain peace, whom the perfidious Amwurath pro» 
miſed toentreat well and honourably, bur up. 
onthe death of their Father poyſoned three of 
them, only this George! Caftriet (for ſo was his 
name) whom the Tyrantencirely loved, eſcaped 
death. For his excellent feature and pregnant 
wit, he was by the Tarks named Scandeybeg or 
Lord Alexander, and in his youth thewed many 
tokens what a rare Scholar he would prove in 
the School of Mar fs, ; 
He was ofa very noblegenerous mind, affet- 


| ing liberty, andtherefore a great enemy to Ty- 


rants; but having to deal with potent adyerſa- 
ries, he was forced to add policy to his ſtrength, 
and ſo piece our the Lions skin with the Foxes 
tail ; for it was almoſt a miracle, that in litele 
more then a month,he ſhould recover the whole 
Kingdom of Epirus ſaveone City, out of the 

of the Turks, who had many and ſtrong 
Garriſfons therein. 

He was of ſo even a temper, that proſperity 
vould not make him proud, nor fear 
dagnt him, but alwayes kept the ſame cheer- 

O + ful- 
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fulneſs of countenance as he uſed to do : his 


courage .was invincible, of exceeding ftrength 
and agility of body, modeſt and temperate in 
ſpeech ; ſopolicick, that he was by has very ene- 
mies called, The Maſter of Policy ; a great che- 
Tiſher of valour. in others, dividing the 
ſpoyl-of his enemies amongſt his Souldiers, re- 
ſerving no part thereofto himſelf z nay, having 
taken Mzſtapha the Turkiſh General Priſoner, 
and receiving five and twenty thouſand Ducats 
for his ranſom , be freely divided it - amongſt 
them,. which made his Souldiers not only obe-» 
dient to his commands, but alſo ſo reſolute, 
that they feared. riot to {et.upon their enemies, 
though with never. ſo great diſadvantage, Ie- 
ward being the Razor that whetreth a Souldiers 
courage, and pricketh. him forward to all ad- 
venturous encerprizes. TYP 

His :perſonal valour was ſeen in his. combat 
with Feri-Baſſs a great Commander . of, the 
-Fucks,' whom: he:flew hand to hand 3 though 
{ſomeblame this as afault,: the:lofs ofa General, 
being a- genera] loſs , who. ſhould pot expoſe 
himſelf eo'private dangers,an(l indeed the great- 
eſt overſight. that he committed in-all his Wars 
was (oonafter, when the Turks beſieged Croyaz 
in whoſe Army he badſafar ingaged bimſelf,that 
he was by them on every fide encloſed, and in 
great. danger to hive been {lain_or- taken, al- 
though through his valour he broke thorough, 
and made aneſcape: forthe office of # good Gene* 
ral confiſteth not in the adventuring his: perſon to 
manifett danger, but inthe pojitick Government of 
bis.charge. i - | Of 
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Of his great bounty eo his Souldiers we have 
if part ſpoken before ; we ſhall co that addan 
example of his Juſtice : Mahomet the Great ſent 


: 14000 horſe-men againit him, under the com- 


mand of one named Debress, who promiſedto 
perform wonders againlt him, but was by Scan 
derbeg overthrown, and by him {lain, encoun- 
and to hand; all the enemies ſpoyl he 
divided amongſt his Souldiers, and gave De- 
bress Horſe and Armour unto one of- his chief 
Commanders named Moſes, to another called 
Muſachins, who had behaved himſelf gallancly 
in that Battel, he gave a Priſoner, who by his 
outward part and behaviour ſeemed tobe a man 
of ſome account. This Turk agreed with Mu- 
fachius upon a ranſom of 200 Ducats, and 
thereupon drew forth the money out ofa little 
bag which he had kept ſecretly about him, of- 
fering ic to Muſachius for his ranſom, who ta- 
king it, cold the Turk he muſt provide more 
money for his ranſom, for that was his own by 
Law of Arms being taken with his perſon, On 
the other fide, the Turk alledged the agree- 


' ment, with the payment of the full ſum agreed 


upon. This controverhie being brought before 
Scanderbeg, he with great pleaſure heard them 
both, Mzſachius pleading hard for his ranſom, 
and che Turk for his liberty : when they had 
both ended their Pleas, Scanderbeg told them, 
that they both contended for that which 1n righc 
was his, and neither of theirs ; for the Priſo- 
ver ((aid he) with che money, was beth mine at 


"firſt caking him 3 and although Mwſachis, 1 


gave 
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gave you the Prifoner, yet not the money , 
which I knew not of, neither (faid he to the 
Fark) doth the concealing of it make ityours, 
who by the Law of Arms had loſt yourſelf and 
it to me. Afterwards he decided the buſineſs 
thus, allotting Mwſachius the money he agreed 
for, andto the Turk his deſired Liberty: 

Such was his heroical diſpoſition, that when 


the fore-named Mhſes had revolted from him,and 


- 


joyned himfelf to his enemy Mabomet, divers of 
his friends (according to the cuſtom of the 
world) aggravating his offence with many hard 
ſpeeches before Scenderbeg, he could not abide 
to hear the ſame, but commanded them to hold 
theirpeace, and to uſe no more ſuch ſpeeches, 
only wiſhing that all Treafon and evil fortune 
were together with Mzſes gone out of _ 
Such was alſo his clemency, chat notwithitand- 
the faid Moſes had with the power of the Turks 
oiven him a ſharpand terrible batce], in which 
he was overthrown, and afterwards being in 
difgrace with the Sultan,fled from Conſtantinople, 
and prroftrated himſelf before Scanderbeg, with 
his girdle abouc hisneck, in token that he had 
- deſerved death, defiring mercy upon his knees; 
he preſently granted him his requeſt, reſtrain- 
ing by Proclamation all people from ſpeaking 
againſt him, and reſtoring his goods and offices 
again, which by his Treaſons he had confiſ- 
cated. R | 

Oe great policy for the preſervation of his 
Country was, chat upon the approach of his 


enemies, hetoak order, that a}l the pony 
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of the Country ſhould be conveyed to places 
of refuge, and nothing leſt abroad for the 
Turks to prey upon; by which means, proviſi- 
ons many times grew ſo ſhort amongſtthem,that 
firaying abroad for forrage, he with the more 
tle overcame them. 

Many were the battels which he fought againſt 
the Turks, in all which he remained Vitor, 
ſcarcely ever ſuffering the leaſt check , ſo that 
fortune ſeemed to wait upon him as his hand- 
maid : It is reported of him, that having ſlain 
ofthe Turks in one Bartel twenty four thou- 
and, and being informed the next day, that 
the remainder of them might ealily be ſurpri- 
zed if perſued, he ſaid, O no, let ſome of our ene- 
mies live to report their own ſlaughter, and our 
vidory. 

He having at another time brought the Turks 
untoagreat ſtraight, they (ent_unto him, offer 
ing to deliver up their Horſes and Arms, ſo that 
they might depart with their lives, to whom 
he returned this anſwer, That as they came into 
'bis Country without bis Command, ſo ſhould tbey 
not by bis leave depart thence. 

Having thus vitoriowlly reigned. the ſpace of 
24 years, January 17. 1n the great Climactori. 
cal year Of hisage, he deceaſed at Zyſſa a City of 
the Venetians, to which State he commended 
the tuition.of his Wife, Son and Kingdom, ill 
ſuch time his Son ſhould come of age. His death 
was worthily lamented of ail Chriſtian Kings 
and Princes, he being the ſcourge and maule of 
the Turks, and the moſt careful watch-manand

invincible Champion ofthe Chriſtians : his dead 
body was with the general lamentation of all 
' men magniticeatiy buried in the Cathedral 
Church of St. Nicholas at Lyſſa. About nine 
years after his deceaſe, the Turks having taken 
that City, they with great devotion digged up 
his bones, where happy was he that could but 
ſee or touch them 3 and ſuch as gained them, 
or any Part of them, eſteemeJ of them as (0 
high and precious Relique, that they cauſed 
them co be (et in ſilver and gold ta hang about 
their necks, or wear upon their. bodies, per- 
ſnading themſelves, that by wearing of them 
chey ſhould be partakers of ſuch good fortune, 
as had attended Scanderbeg whillt he liyed.

Buc that which conſticured, and was as the 
formal being thereof , was the Conquett and 
poſſeſhon of Conſtantinople, now called Stambell , 
the Magnificent Throne of the Eaſtern Empire, 
which reſigned its glories to vitorious Mahemetr, 
May 29, Anno Dom, 1450.. and transferred its 
imperial Title co thar Regal claim, his Anceſtors 
had enjoyed. This irrecoverable lofle, and lop 
of one of the greateft and chiefeſt members of

Boſphorns into Aſia, with fifty thouſand men, ,-. 
(more prepared to follow him ) being the 
choice of the Turkiſh power and with good 
ſpeed advanced after the Rebel, who knowing 
the courage both of the Leader, as baving 
been his Neighbour at Damaſco, and the Soal- 
diers, after a long conſultation 'with his coun« 
cll of War, reſolved immediately in all hum- 
ble and frankeſt manner ro ſubmit themſelves 
to the Sulrans mercy , diſmiſſing the common 
Souldijers to ſhife for themſelves; which be- 


og done fo unexpeRedly, the Vilſier gave nos 


tice of itby anexpreſſe , with as much favour 


40 their. perſons as the calc deſerved , roti © 
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Grand Seignior, who gave them all his,pardott 
with ſome extraordinary reſpe&ts for the Built! 
of Aleppo ; but preſently afcer , when there was 
no danger of the Rebellion, and all things 
were quieted thereabouts, at the inſtance of 
fome Enemies of his at Court , but more tv. 
ly by reaſon of State; and the policy . of the 
Te Baſs Government, which never pardons chat Crime, 
of Aleppo he and thirty more were tuddenly ftrangled, 
ſtrangled. their heads chopt off and ſet upon poles againt 
the Emperors Scraglia-at Conſtantinople. 

This creacherous and cruel dealing after pars 
don given, and ſuch a Loyal Rendition of

All chings now ſcemed co be in a ſcrene con- 
dition , and calm from the late troubles, which 
bad tempeſted this Monarchy : And diicourſes 
there were that the Grand Seignior would 
now at laſt hearken toan accommodation with 
the fate of Venice, and conſequently reſtore 
a free Trade,and commerce to bis Dominions, 
which had been endamaged and ſpoiled by fre.

Bat as deep waters run ſmooth and tiller 
then ſhallow brooks, ſo was it in this feem- 


ing 
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ing tranquilicy of affaires, not but perhaps 
there might be due to the Sacred number of 
1660, andthe particular glories of bis Ma- 
jetties Reſtitution , and the fortune of Eng/and, 
the ſame general peace and quiet , which once 
ble ſtthe warld in the raign of Augn/ſins Ceſar 

ith revzrence to that ſacred Miracle ) for 
that the univerſall Ceffarion which France . 
boaſts ro have given Chriftianity, by che late 
accord with Spain, was clearly influenced by 
his Majefties Native Star , and the neceflicies 
of Fate, which attended the proſperous Cul 
mination of his greatnefſe;, as could be inſtan- 
ced and demonſtrated, were it not beyond the 
purpoſe of this diſcourſe. 

Yer ſo much concernzic, that the Grand 
Scignior took his deliberate Enterpriſe upon 
Chriftendome , from the very junfure of this 
peace; {being as underſtandiry and converſant 
inthe affairs of Exrope as our ſelves) particu- 
larly his ancient league with France, gave him op- 
portunity of ſuch Intelligence , which he never 
maintained with the Spaniard , as his neceſſary 
enemy. 

For he knew well,thatthe Rate of Chriſtendom 
could never endure a vacation, nor could be free 
from the viciſſirudes of intereſt > when ſo many 
Monarchs at leiſure had opporcunicy ro project 
their ambition, 

Nor was he ignorant' of theſe Animoſities 
which perplexed the late Ele&ion of the Em- 
perour at Frankeford, nor wick what induſtry the 
French managed their luſt afcer the Imperial Dig. 
yiry. | Certain 
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Certain ir was that the Armes of that puifſant 
Nation muft be employed upon another Enemy, 
whoſe ever ill luck ir (hould be to receive them; 
and that he knew would be the Houſe of Au- 
ffria or ſome cher vicine power, if » which was 
more favourable to his deſign, he did not as» 
muſe all Princes, and then take his belt ad- 
vantage. 

Thefe undoubredly were the encouragements of 
this his Expedition anJ violent irruption into 
Hangary, he uſing the ſame method of Conqueſt 
which his Progenitors had fortunately experienced 
by occafian of the divifions and ſecurity of their 
Neigtbous. And therefore unlookt for, or ar 
teaftwiſe nor provided againſt , while rhe German 
Emperour Road upon his wrong-guard, and dread- 
ed the loſe of A/jatia-( which jealoufie like- 
wiſe armed th2 adjacent Princzs) he like a de. 
luge entrzd Hungary, and auſpiciouſly began the 
race of his Glories, '' 

Now the berrer to conceale his defignes upon 
Exroye, and to colour his afpe&t upon thoſe 
parts, he gave arder for a removal of his Court 
et Adriazeple, pretending the ſalubricy of the 
plee, and the freer proſecution of his' plea.

periſhing before ir ; having promiſed the Grand 
Seignior to Conquer and take four principalpia- 
ces on forfeiture of his Head ; bur betore I proceed 
further, it. will be requiſite co give you a Copy of 
the Summons to the Governour of-this Place, 
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That through the Grace of God , and 
through the Miracles of our Prophet , 
who is a Son of both Worlds, and by whone 
there is happineſs and glory, TI that am the 
firſt of the Conncil, and General of the moſt 
mighty Emperonr of the Turks, that is the 
King of all Kings pon Earth : To you A- 
dam Forgats, that are the Chief among the 
Nobility of Hungary, do make known,that 
through the Command of my Gracious 
Lord, T am come with his Forces before 
Newhauſel, ts rednce it to his obedience; 
wherefore if you ſhall deliver up the Place 
to us , you ſhall have liberty to march out 
with what belongs to you-from the Higheſt 
to the Loweſt, and to what place you pleaſe, 
and he that will rather ſtay, ſhall keep his 
Goods and Eſtate; but if you will not yield, 
we will take it by force, and every man o 
Je from the Higheſt to the Loweſt ſhall be 
put to the Sword, If the Hungarians did 
but know the good Intentions of the Migh- 
ty Emperour, they and their Children 
would bleſſe God for them. Peace be to 
the Obedient, 
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In the Interim, to revenge himſelf of the af- 
fronc, he received before the' Town , he divided 
his Arn1y incothree parts , one part whereof was 
ordered to match into Moravia, and Awſtria, and 
front the Emperours Forces, and rhe orhcr into 
Sileſis, While he conrinued the Seige, which ſatd 
Armies pafhng -over the River Waegb, made moſt 
rerrible Havock, ſpoyling and burning thircy mules 
rogether. They paſied the faid River the 21, of 
Angef but were forced back again with. lofle , 
yer the day faltowing'they came on wich 30090, 
and afcer ſome oppoſition Fained the pals of rhe 
River, 200. Dragoons being ſlain in defence of 
che pallage, and pur the Imperial forces toa re* 
treat towards Presbarg. After thoſe came a body 
of 20000. T artars, who-took in ſeveral walled 
Towns, which they burnt to aſbes, with all the 
adjacent Villages, poſl:fling themſelves of the 
narrow patlages between the Hills, and maflacring 
many rhouſands of people, putting others in chains, 
and in fine overbzaring all his way without rehſt- 
anee; Ar the ſame time the paſs of Jalurca was 
attempted, rhe only entrance into S/efia, bur they 
were forced ro retreat, re mfetta. 

Lamencable was now the condition of thoſe 
poor Chriſtians, who were «xpoſed to thoſe out- 
rages, and could not prevent the ſuddennefs of the 
danger, there being no Armies nor places at hand, 
wherein, or to which they might have recourſe 
for ſafery, The AzFrians only by the benefit of 
che Garriſons had opportunity to ſecure , and

geft had (allied our and killed divers of them ; ) 
preventing alſo thereby che danger of being inter- 
cepred by forces from Newhauſel, 

The Emperour of Germavy himſelf at the terror 
of this inroad, left his City of Vienne ( now filled 
wich the Country people, who flackr thicher for 
refuge, and made ſad Relations of their ruins} to 
Lintz another Ciry in Asffria, and thence by his 
Agents and Expreſſes gave notice to the Princes 
of rhe Empire of the preſent danger, deſiring them 
to afford him ſome ſudden ſupplies, as he did the 
ſame to the King of Poland, and rhe Srares of Fe- 
nice (now reſpiced and breathing afrer a redious 
continuance of War, winch was devolved upon 
other Territories) bur noching of ſudden reſola- 
tion Was to be expected from either of rheſe States, 
and the reſt werz roo remote and at preſent uncon-
